But the customary signs of pros- 
peritv are not lacking. The strong rise 
in .stof'ks, the strong growth in bank 
clt'arings and railroad earnings, the 
heavy sjteeulatiou in many products, 
blit most of all in wheat, which have 
made the week one of surpassing in- 
tero.st even to those who best reiiieiu- 
her the upward rush in 1st!*. 
At the 
principal clearing house.s throughout 
tlie country, payment-- in July were 
for the hrst time .slightly larger than 
in IHi>2. and 11 per cent larger than 
last year; in the first week ot August. 
7.7 pt‘r cent larger than in isir,» and JH.4 
per cent larger than last year and in 
the second week of August, they are 
17.h per cent larger than in 
and 
;W. 1 per cent larger than last year. 
The great crops and the haste of for­ 
eigners to buy and ship wheat in view 
of shortage elsewhere have made the 
week memorable. Takin» of profits by 
a pool lowered the price :i cents on Sat­ 
urday, hut it has since risen 5 cents. 
VVtWern receipts, slow in July, have 
in two weeks been 7,J!» 5,71J bushels, 
against 
last year, and Atlantic 
ex ports, flour included, have been in 
the same two weeks h,114.hJl bushels, 
against :{,:iH4,:ii:i last year. Even the 
demand for corn, by greatly ex ceeding 
last year, shows that foreign anx ieties 
are serious, for 5,5l0.i:i5 husheLs have 
been ex p<*rted in two weeks from At­ 
lantic ports, against •J,514,42H last year. 
The price has advanced l.Ui cents, not­ 
withstanding enormous stocks brought 
over. The urgency of Fr« *iich buying 
of wheat, reports that Russia will stop 
ex ports in order to keep supplies for 
itself and continued shipnumts from 
tiie Fa' ific to countries usually having 
a sur))his, make even tiie largest esti­ 
mate of probable supplies not too great 
for the possible demand. 
In all the great industries a large de­ 
mand for products appeared, 
witli 
strong speculation in materials and iii- 
teriuediate products. 
In the iron and 
steel branch starting of many works 
after settlement of wages keep prices 
low and even depresses some, hut the 
fact that tlie demand is growing leads 
to heavy purchases of iron ore. 'J-iO.OOO 
tons at Cleveland in a week, and of bil­ 
lets 40,000 tons, while concessious re­ 
cently reported in pigiron have ceased. 
The output of furnaces Aug. I was 
105,J78 tons, against 104,004 tons July 
1. and decrease in known stocks un­ 
sold indicates a consumption for two 
months pa.st averaging 
I HI.000 tons 
weekly, which is more than in the 
same mouths of 1H02, though below the 
greatly increased capacity of works 
now. Sales of tin are moderate. Tin­ 
plate brings better prices and sales are 
heavy. 
All tex tile industries are encouraged 
by a greatly improved and really large 
demand for goods, which causes many 
to advance in price. 
With production 
mnch curtailed, stocks of cotton goods 
are rapidly decreasing, and in woolens 
advances have been made in clay 
worsteds and mix tures, flannels and 
Middlesex suitings. 
Speculation 
in 
wool continues, with prices about 1 
cent higher, but sales of 28,49 9 .800 
pounds in two weeks show the willing­ 
ness of some holders to realize.

City council did not hold a special 
session last evening, although all mem­ 
bers were present but Mr. Ash ban ph. 
When the appointed time arrived to 
call the meeting to order the members 
held lengthy conferences with each other 
and President Peach, to a representative 
of the N e w s R e v i e w ,said : “ I raised an 
objection to passing this ordinance to- 
Dight. 
It is too important to pass at a 
special meeting. 
W e do not

whether # 1.26 i**r thousand is the proper 
price to charge for manufactured gas 
and the ordinance should not be passed 
until we And out. 
The meeting was 
called under an impulse of the moment; 
but upon a second thought 1 think it is 
best to let the ordinance take its regular 
course. W hile we don't want to kill the 
ordinance,that is what it would mean if 
it come up tonight. 
W e are represent­ 
ing 16,000 people who have a right to be 
heard, and if they have any exceptions 
to make they should make them before 
the next regular meeting, when action 


w ill be taken." 
Messrs. Stewart and Peach then ex­ 
plained the situation to W .T. McClurg, | 
and the gentleman left to catch the 
evening train home, and to a reporter he 
said : 
“ The action w ill inconvenience 
us to a considerable extent, as we could 
have had all our plans and drawings 
made before council meets again ; but 
we w ill do nothing until we hear from 
them. 
If I felt that nothing would be 
done with the ordinance I would w ith­ 
draw my request for a franchise and 
drop the matter ; but I feel sure the frail- ( 
chise can bo made satisfactory to all 
parties.” 
In answer to a question if he 
had secured a site, he replied: 
“ The 
plant w ill be located along the river 
front, and we have several good sites in 
view ; bnt I would rather secure a loca­ 
tion in the vicinity of East End. as it 
bids fair to b«*come a very important 
part of your city.” 
After M r McClurg had left, the conn* 
eilmeu gathered in the office of the clerk 
and discussed the subject, and the clerk 
was instructed to write to cities using 
the gas to find the rates paid. 
Mr. Marshall then brought up the 
subject of the East End road and wanted 
to know why council did not let the en­ 
gineer go ahead and make a plat ot the 
ground and get the property owners to 
sign a right of way, as he had been in ­ 
structed at a former meeting. 
Mr. 
Stewart said he did not understand the 
matter in that way but thought the en­ 
gineer had been instructed to commence 
condemnation proceedings without try ­ 
ing to get the property owners to give a 
right of way. 
Mr. Marshall said such 
was not the case and the old plat of the 
road together with the proposed changes 
was exhibited by the engineer and ex­ 
plained to the members,who spent some 
time in going over it. 
Mr. Marshall 
said the idea was to make new lines, 
submit the plat to the property ow ners 
and find out what would have to be con­ 
demned, but he thought the only trouble 
would be with the McKinnou heirs. He 
also suggested that it would be wise to 
get the Thompson heirs to donate 16 
feet instead of 10 and the subject was 
dropped w ith the understanding that the 
engineer would proceed with the work. 
Engineer George called attention to 
the fact that there were no water mains 
on Cook street, but he was informed 
that the water works people wore ready 
to go to work as soon as the grading 
was finished, and the oouneilinen went 
home. 


In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, wan fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of C in­ 
cinnati has l#en 
investigating 
t * se 
heaters and found them to 1#* a*- inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diameter and nearly IT inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi* 
spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top. w hich is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space Is twecu 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tilths made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the- fuel to rest ujkiii. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high unc 
4 inches wide, closed by a be autifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tube s cross 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches atKivc the grute. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a trijiod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn. while the inner 
shell rises from a water tula* grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
| in diameter at the widest part, 
17.6 
inches high and sup}M>rt<*d on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. 
Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
hits been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wine as w ell as water, which sugges­ 
tion ap}>ears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. 
It may be that 
they were found in one of the termpodi 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pomjxdi.— Boston Transcript,

Editor McCullagh had turned on 
“ Our Dave,” as Mr. Francis is known 
in St. Louis, with his short paragraphs 
with telling effect, and Francis’ friends 
get together and concocted u scheme tc 
offset the editorial work of the paper. 
They wrote out a display advertisement, 
and at a late hour of the Saturday 
morning 
immediately preceding the 
election of ISSN took it to the counting 
room of The Globe Democrat. The clerk 
on duty gave the copy a casual looking 
over and w ithout a word accepted it. 
It occupied a full page, and at length 
and in glowing terms set forth the 
“ great business capacity and eminent 
qualifications of Mr. Francis to occupy 
the gubernatorial chair of Missouri.” 
That advertisement caused the big­ 
gest row ever witnessed in a uewspajier 
office in St. Louis. 
When Editor Mc­ 
Cullagh found w hat had been done, he 
raged and stormed for a week. The fast 
mail had distributed the paper all over 
M issouri before McCullagh had his at­ 
tention called to it. He left his quarters 
at the Southern hotel on a trot Reach­ 
ing 
the corner of Fourth and Piue 
streets, he found the streets and the 
office of The Globe-Democrat jammed 
with people, who were clamoring to 
stop their subscriptions. McCullagh had 
filled a column on the editorial page 
w ith “ squibs” strongly opposing Fran 
cis and advocating the Republican nom­ 
inee, but the big display of Francis’ 
friends was the first thing seen on open­ 
ing the paper. 
Mr. McCullagh at once issued an ex 
tra, in which he deprecated the over 
sight by which the advertisement had 
found its way into the paper, but it 
w as some time before The Globe-Dem­ 
ocrat office recovered its equilibrium.—

The gold product of the Dominion of 
Canada for 1896, as estimated by Dr. 
G. M. Dawson, director of the geologi­

Of this sum the Yukon placers, 
within British territory, were credited 
w ith a production of #366,000. 
The 
total product of that country for 1897 
lias, therefore, been eitimated at #10,- 
000,000, an increase over 1896 of #7,- 
200,000. 
From this the richness of the 
newly discovered goldfieldsof the Klon­ 
dike is evident.

The world’s gold product for 1896 is 


estimated to have been #205,000,000. 
In justification of the above estimate of 
the increase in the countries mentioned 
I may remark that of the United Stales 
is based upon the deposits at the mints 
and assay offices for the first six months 
of the year, which clearly indicate a 
largely increased production, and that 
the increase for the year w ill aggregate 
#7 ,000,000. The gold product of Africa 
for 1896 is est imated to have been #44,- 
000,000. 
For the first six months of 
1897 the output of the Witwatersrandt 
mines, as shown by official returns, was 
1,338,431 ounces, an increase of 333,928 
ounces, as compared w ith the first six 
mouths of 1896. There is no doubt that 
the rate of production iu the Witwaters- 
laudt mines w ill be maintained for the 
remainder of the year, and their output 
of gold for 1897 w ill be fully #12,000,- 
000 greater than that of 1896. 
The deposits of gold at the Australian 
mints for the first five months of the 
year clearly indicate a substantial gain 
iu 1897 over 1896. 
Upon the basis of 
the deposits for the first five mouths at 
the mints the Australian Insurance and 
Banking Record for the month of June 
estimates that the gold product for 1897 
of the several colonies w ill aggregate 
2,7 00,000 ouuces, of the value of $52,- 
650,000. 
This would be an increase of 
$5,7 60,000 over the product of 1896. 
The gold product of Mexico for 1896 
is estimated to have been #7,000,000. 
The information received indicates that 
the product for 1897 w ill approximate 
#9,000,000, an increase of #2,000,000. 
The Russian product for 1896 was 
#22,000,000; for 1897 it is estimated at 
#25,000,000, an increase of #3,000,000. 
The gold product of British Iudia for 
1896. from official information received, 
is estimated at #5,8 25,000. 
The re­ 
turns of the mines for the first six 
months of 1897 indicate an increased 
production over 1896 of #1,200,000. 
From the data above given it is safe 
to estimate that the seven countries 
above named w ill show an increase in 
their gold output for 1897 over 1896 of 
$38,7 00,000, and thaPthe world’s prod­ 
uct for 1897 cau therefore be estimated 
at not less than #240,000,000. 
There is 
bo doubt that the world’s product of 
gold w ill continue to increase for a 
number of years to come, as new mines 
w ill be opened up iu all parts of the 
world, and, w ith improved appliances 
for mining and methods of extracting 
the gold contained iu the ores, 1 believe 
that by the close of the present century 
the world's gold product w ill closely 
approximate if not exceed #300,000,000. 
Now as to the influence of such ad­ 
dition to the world’s gold.

ence it w ill exert depeuds mainly on 
how many years the Klondike district

as a monetary medium, and every ouuoe 
of gold newly placed on the market de­ 
prives from l7 )a to 85 oum'es of silver 
of a possible employment as money that 
it might have. 
The new additions to the world s stock 
of gold, whether they come from the 
Klondike, Cripple Creek or the Trans­ 
vaal, from India, Australia or Russia, 
w ill render bimetallism by the United 
States alone more difficult aud more 
improbable than ever aud w ill even 
seriously imperil the slender chance« 
that international bimetallism now has. 
There is, in fact, at the present time, 
no lim it to the demand for gold. 
The 
tendency of nations is toward the single 
gold stamlard. 
Apart from the United 
States, there is not, I believe, a country 
on the face of the earth that would not 
adopt gold monometallism if it had the 
ability to do so, w ith silver as a sub­ 
sidiary or token coinage. 
There is not 
a country iu Europe with any full legal 
tender silver coins but would replace 
them by gold coins if it could do so 
without too great a sacrifice. Germany 
would gladly put # 100,000,000 iu cir­ 
culation instead of its silver thalers. 
France aud all the countries of the Lat­ 
in union would replace their full legal 
tender 5 franc pieces by gold could 
they easily get it. 
Russia's demand for 
gold is unbounded. 
Austria-Hungary 
cannot get enough, and so of every 
other country in Europe. 
Japan wants 
gold now that it has adopted the gold 
standard. Even China shows an inclina 
tion to follow the example of its con­ 
queror, but that, of course, is out of the 
question. 
A ll South America is crying 
for gold. 
Chile wants 
it. Colombia 
wants it, Feru wants it. Venezuela has 
some, but wants more. Central America 
wants it. Even Mexico, the last strong 
hold of silver, is feeling the burden- 
someness of its present system in th* 
height of its rate of exchange.— R. E 
Preston iu New York Herald.

WATER POWER PLANT. 


Utilizing th«* St. 
I a n r«*uce 
K lv e r 
C u r ­ 
re n t. 


The greatest water power plant iu the 
world is to be in operation w ithin a 
few mouths, if the plans of the corpora­ 
tion controlling it meet with no obstruc­ 
tion. 
It is intended to take power from 
the St. Lawrence river and by means of 
turbines of 5,000 horsepower each op­ 
erate an electric plant of almost incal­ 
culable strength. 
John Bogart, the en­ 
gineer, of New York city has prepared 
the plans, and the contracts are ready to 
be let. 
The financial part of the busi­ 
ness, which means the forming of a 
company w ith a capital of millions of 
dollars, is iu the hands of Stewart & 
Co., investment brokers. 
Mr. Stewart 
has everything in proper shape now and 
the work is already going on. 
The plant is to be in an immense 
building near Masseua, N. Y., on the 
United States side of the St. Lawrence. 
There are 16 
turbines, whioh, with 
5,000 horsepower each, aggregate 76,000 
horsepower. 
The St. Lawreuoe in the neighbor­ 
hood of Masseua has a fall of 56 
feet in 
a 
distance 
of 
about seven 
miles, and the Grass river at Massena 
is 50 feet lower than the St. Lawrence. 
Engineers have examined every foot of 
the territory for many miles above Mas­ 
seua, and after weighing every consider­ 
ation and taking advantage of every 
natural advantage, have come to the 
conclusion that Massena is the ideal 
spot 
A canal connects the St. Lawrence 
with Grass river at a point which 
makes available much greater power 
than could be obtained in any other 
way. 
The proposal is to cut this caual 
8 bj miles long, 220 feet broad aud 26 
feet deep. 
Then, with a working head 
of 40 feet, it w ill be able to send enough 
water into the Grass river to develop 
15,000 horsepower. 
As showing the general ooufidenoe iu 
the enterprise, 
#8 ,000,000 worth of 
bonds have been underwritten by an 
English company to build the plant 
Manufacturing of all kinds is to be 
established at Massena as soon as the 
electric power is in operation, because 
there w ill be actually all the power 
that can be required for the ponderous 
machinery.— Kansas City Timea

When tho appointed tim e arrival to 
call the m eeting to order the member* 
held lengthy conference* w ith each other 
and R esident Peach, to a representative 
of the N ew s Review ,said : “ I raised an 
objection to passing this ordinance to- 
sight.

until we find out. The meeting was 
called under an impulse of th** m om ent;

Messrs. Stew art and Peach then ex­ 
plained the situation to W. J . McClurg, 
and the gentlem an left to catch the 
evening train home, and to a retorter he 
sa id : 
"T he action will inconvenience 
us to a considerable extent, as we could 
have had all our plans and drawings 
made before council meets again ; hut 
we will do nothing until we hear from 
them. 
If I felt that nothing would be 
done with the ordinance I would w ith­ 
draw my request for a franchise aud 
drop the m atter ; hut I feel sure the fran­ 
chise can be mad** satisfactory to all | 
parties.” 
In answer to a question if he 
had secured a site, he rep lied : 
"The j 
plant will be located along the river 
front, and we have several good sites in ; 
view ; bnf I would rather secure a loca­ 
tion in th** vicinity of East End, as it 
bids fair to become a very im portant 
part of your city .’ 
After Mr McClurg had left, the conn* 
oilmen gathered in the office of the clerk 
and discussed th*- subject, and the clerk 
was instructed to writ** to cities using 
the gas to find the rates paid. 
Mr. M arshall then brought, up the 
subject of the East End road aud wanted 
to know why council did not let the en­ 
gineer go ahead and make a plat ot th** 
ground and get the property owners to 
sign a right of way, as In* had been in­ 
structed at a former m eeting. 
Mr. 
Stew art said he did not understand th** 
m utter in th at way hut thought the en­ 
gineer had been instructed to commence 
condemnation proceedings w ithout try ­ 
ing to get the property owners to give a 
right of way.

A N CIEN T W A T E R HEATERS. G O L D O F T M K W O K L D . 


P e o p le Tw« 
Th«i»««nd 
Tf»r» A f o FtiUl 
Heme I'rikrtlrnl Convenient**. 
In two of the museum* of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there ar* several 
w ater heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the w ater tulle, the crown­ 
ing feature cif modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years age*. 
Mr. W, T. Bonner of Citt- 
rizuiati bus been 
investigating t < se 
heaters and found th* rn to l*e a*- inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 
12 
inches in diam eter and nearly IT inch*** 
high, surm ounted by a somewhat h* mi* 
Spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyirider, also having a 
hem ispherical top. which i« IO inches 
in diam eter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at the hot ton, 
b r a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
m otive firebox, and tho sp a * b e tw e e n 
them was filled w ith water. 
The grate 
w as formed of seven tules made from 
•h<-et bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a w ater tnbe 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used w ith this 
heater aud was placed on th** grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the* fire 
escaped into th** enter air through three 
small ownings formed by tubes cross 
itig from the inner to the outer shell 
•bout, 6.6 inches above the grat**. 
The 
whole apparatus was rimed about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
Iii another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
bas th*- form of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a w ater tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diam eter at the widest part, 
17.ti 
inches high and su p p o rts on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. 
Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
m ay have served at some tim e to heat 
w ine as well as water, which sugges­ 
tion Hpjieare reasonable, as m any his­ 
torians state th at the Pompeiians made 
great use of lait drinks. It may lie that 
they were found in one of the term pod i 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pom peii.— Boston Transcript

Editor M cCullagh had turned on 
“ O ur Dave,” as Mr. Francis is known 
iii St. Louis, w ith hi* short paragraphs 
w ith telling «'fleet, and Francis’ friends 
got together ami concocted a scheme ti; 
offset the editorial work of the paper. 
They w rote out a display advertisement, 
aud at a late hour of th** Saturday 
m orning 
im m ediately preceding the 
election of 1888 took it to the counting 
room of Th© Globe Democrat. Th© clerk 
on duty gave th** copy a casual looking 
over and w it bout a word accepted if. 
It occupied a fu ll page, and at length 
ami in glowing terms set forth the 
"g reat business capacity and eminent 
qualifications of Mr. Francis to occupy 
the gubernatorial chair of Missouri. ” 
T hat advertisem ent caused the big­ 
gest row ever witnessed iii a newspaper 
office iu St. Louis. 
When E ditor Mc- 
C’ullagli found w hat had been done, he 
raged and stormed for a week. The fast 
m ail had distributed the paper all over 
M issouri before M cCullagh had ids a t­ 
tention called to it. He left his quarters 
at the Southern hotel on a tro t Reach­ 
ing the corner of Fourth aud Piue 
streets, he found the streets and the 
office of The Globe-Democrat jam med 
w ith people, who were clam oring to 
stop their subscriptions. M cCullagh had 
filled a column on the editorial page 
w ith ‘'squibs” strongly opposing Frau­ 
d s and advocating th© Republican nom­ 
inee, but the big display of Francis 
friends was the first thing seen on open­ 
ing the paper. 
Mr. M cCullagh at once issued an ex 
tra. in which lie deprecated the over 
sight by which the advertisement had 
found its way into tile paper, but it 
w as some tim e before The Globe-Dem­ 
ocrat office recovered its equilibrium .— 
Bt. Louis Letter iii Chicago Record.

Bo far #1,500,000 in gold from the 
Klondike district has been deposited at 
the m ints and assay offices of the T oited 
States, aud from inform ation now* at 
hand there are substantial reasons for

#3,000,000 
to 
#4 ,000,000 additional w ill be brought 
out by 
the steamers and 
returning 
miners sailing from Bt. M ichael's the 
last of Septeml*er or early October next. 
One of the steamship companies states 
that it expects to bring out about 
$2, 000,000 OU its steam er sailing from 
Bt. M ichael's Sept. 30 aud has asked 
the governm ent to have a revenue cut­ 
ter act as a convoy through the Bering 
sea. Iu view* of the facts above stated I 
am justified in estim ating that the 
Klondike district w ill augment the 
w orld’s gold supply in 1897 nearly 
#6,000,000. 
The gold product of the Dominion of 
Canada for 1890, as estim ated by Dr. 
G. M. Dawson, director of the geologi­ 
cal survey of that country, was #2,810,- 
000. 
Of this sum the Yukon p la c e rs , 
w ithin British territory, were credited 
w ith a production of #356,000. 
The 
total product of that country for 1897 
lias, therefore, been estim ated at #10,- 
000,000, an increase over 1890 of #7,- 
200.000. 
From this the richness of the 
newly discovered goldfields of the Klon­ 
dike is evident. 
In this connection it is important, to 
know w hat w ill be the probable in ­ 
crease in the several countries of the 
world, and for the purpose of compari­ 
son, based upon inform ation received, 
the following table of the gold product 
of the United States, A ustralia, Africa, 
Mexico, the Dominion of Caiiuda, R us­ 
sia aud B ritish India for 1890 and the 
estim ated product of these countries for 
1897 is here given:

The w orld’s gobi product for I HSM* is 
estim ated to have been #206,000,000. 
In justification of the above estim ate of 
the increase iii the countries mentioned 
I may rem ark that of the United States 
is based upon the deposits ut the m ints 
and assay offices for the first six mouths 
of the year, which clearly indicate a 
largely increased production, and that 
the increase for the year w ill aggregate 
#7,000,000. The gold product ot Africa 
for 1890 is estimated to have been $44,- 
000,000. 
For tile first six months of 
1897 the output of the Witwafcersrandt 
mines, as shown by official returns, was 
1,338,431 ounces, an increase of 333,928 
ounces, as compared w ith the first six 
months of 1890, There is no doubt that 
the rate of production in the W itwaters- 
randt m ines will be m aintained for the 
rem ainder of the year, aud their output 
of gold for 1897 will be fully #12,000,- 
000 greater than that of 1890. 
The deposits of gold at the Australian 
m iuts for the first five m onths of the 
year clearly indicate a substantial gain 
in 1897 over 1890. 
Upon the basis of 
the deposits for the first five months at 
the m ints the A ustralian Insurance and 
Banking Record for the m onth of June 
estim ates th at the gold product for 1897 
of the several colonies w ill aggregate 
2,700,000 ounces, of the value of #52,- 
660.000. 
This would be an increase of 
$5,760,000 over the product of 1896. 
The gold product of Mexico for 1890 
is estim ated to have been #7,000,000. 
The inform ation received indicates that 
the product for 1897 w ill approximate 
#9,000,000, an increase of #2,000,000. 
The Russian product for 1896 was 
#22,000,000; for 1897 it is estimated at 
#25,000,000, an increase of #3,000,000. 
The gold product of B ritish ludia for 
1896. from official inform ation received, 
is estim ated at #5,825,000. 
The re­ 
turns of the mines for the first six 
months of 1897 indicate an increased 
production over 1896 of #1,200,000. 
From the data above given it is safe 
to estim ate that the seven countries 
above named w ill show an increase in 
their gold output for 1897 over 1890 of 
#38,700,000, and that?the world’s prod­ 
uct for 1897 can therefore be estimated 
at not less than #240,000,000. 
There is 
po doubt that the w orld’s product of 
gold w ill continue to increase for a 
num ber of years to come, as new mines 
will be opened up in all parts of the 
world, and, w ith improved appliances 
for m ining and methods of extracting 
the gold contained in the ores, I believe 
that by the close of the present century 
the w orld’s gold product w ill closely 
approxim ate if not exceed $.‘>00,000,000. 
Now as to the influence of such ad­ 
dition to the w orld’s gold. 
The influ­ 
ence it w ill exert depends m ainly on 
how m any years the Klondike district 
shall continue a producer and how large ,

The effect of the increase co th© 
economic condition of mankind, on the 
rat** of discount, the rate of interest, the 
rate of wages, on prices aud on mone­ 
tary policies, of a newly discovered 
goldfield of wonderful richness is the 
same, whether the field be located in 
American, B ritish or Chinese territory. 
Now, the first influence that the new 
addition to the w orld’s existing stock 
of gold will have will be felt by silver. 
In fact, it has already been felt by it. 
Gold is the natural competitor—we 
might almost say antagonist—of silver 
as a monetary medium, and every ounce 
of gold newly placed on the m arket de­ 
prives from l7 )a to 86 ounces of silver 
of a possible employment as money that 
it m ight have. 
The new additions to the world s stock 
of gold, w hether they ooine from the 
Klondike, Cripple Creek or the Trans­ 
vaal, from India, Australia or Russia, 
w ill render bim etallism by the United 
States alone more difficult aud more 
improbable than ever aud w ill even 
seriously im peril the slender chances 
that international bimetallism now has. 
There is, in fact, at the present tim e, 
no lim it to the demand for gold. 
The 
tendency of nations is toward the single 
gold standard. 
A part from the United 
States, there is not, I believe, a country 
on the face of the earth that would not 
adopt gold monometallism if it had the 
ability to do so, w ith silver as a sub­ 
sidiary or token coinage. 
There is not 
a country in Europe with any full legal 
tender silver coins but would replace 
them by gold ooins if it could do so 
w ithout too great a sacrifice. Germany 
would gladly put # 100,0 0 0 .0 0 0 in cir­ 
culation instead of its silver thalers. 
Frauce and all the countries of the L at­ 
in union would replace their full legal 
tender 5 franc pieces by gold could 
they easily get it. Russia's demand for 
gold is unbounded. 
A ustria-H ungary 
cannot g**t enough, and so of every 
other country in Europe. 
Japan wants 
gold now that it has adopted the gold 
standard. Even China shows an incline 
ti on to follow the example of its con­ 
queror, hut that, of course, is out of the 
question. 
All South America is crying 
for gold. 
Chile wants it, Colombia 
wants it, Peru w ants it. Venezuela has 
some, but w ants more. Central America 
w ants it. Even Mexico, the last strong 
hold of silver, is feeling t lie burden­ 
someness of its present system in th* 
height of its rate of exchange.— R. E 
Preston in New York Herald. 


W ATER POWER PLANT. 


U t i li s i n g th** S t.

The greatest w ater power plant iu the 
world is to he in operation w ithin a 
few mouths, if the plans of the corpora­ 
tion controlling it meet with no obstruc­ 
tion. It is intended to take power from 
the Bt. Lawrence river and by means of 
turbines of 6, OOO horsepower each op 
crate an electric plant of almost incal­ 
culable strength. 
John Bogart, the en­ 
gineer, of New York city has prepared 
the plans, and the contracts are ready to 
be let. 
The financial part of the busi­ 
ness, which means the form ing of a 
company w ith a capital of m illions of 
dollars, is iu the hands of Stew art & 
Co., investm ent brokers. 
Mr. Stew art 
has everything in proper shape now and 
the work is already going on. 
The plant is to be in an immense 
building near Massena, N. Y., on the 
United States side of the Bt. Lawrence. 
There are 15 
turbines, which, with 
5, OOO horsepower each, aggregate 75, OOO 
horsepower. 
The Bt. Lawrence in the neighbor­ 
hood of Massena has a fall of 56 
feet in a distance of about seven 
miles, aud the Grass river at Massena 
is 50 feet lower than the B t Lawrence. 
Engineers have examined every foot of 
the territory for many miles above Mas­ 
sena, and after weighing every consider­ 
ation and taking advantage of every 
natural advantage, have come to the 
conclusion th at Massena is the ideal 
spot 
A canal connects the Bt. Lawrence 
w ith Grass river at a point which 
makes available much greater power 
than could be obtained in any other 
way. 
The proposal is to cut this canal 
8 m miles long, 220 feet broad and 26 
feet dee p. 
Then, w ith a working head 
of 40 feet, it w ill be able to send enough 
w ater into the Grass river to develop 
15,000 hors* power. 
As showing the general confidence in 
the enterprise, 
#8,000,000 worth of 
bonds have been underw ritten by an 
English company to build the plant. 
M anufacturing of all kinds is to be 
established at Massena as soon as the 
electric power is in operation, because 
there w ill tie actually all the power 
that can be required for the ponderous 
m achinery.—Kansas City Timea

any of this class be detected a careful 
examination be had as to thew right of 
admission into the U nited States under 
existing laws ” 
It is .stated at the bureau of im m i­ 
gration tnat there is no law under 
which persons can be excluded ou the 
ground that they are anarchists. 
Nor 
18 anarchy anyw here declared to be a 
crime, so that if Planas and Marmol 
are refused admission to the country 
the refusal m ust be based solely upon 
the fact that tiiey C9me w ithin the 
general im m igration law as to j^upers, 
contract laborers, crim inals.

expressly provides.however, that “ noth­ 
ing in this act shall be construed to ap­ 
ply to, or exclude persons convicted of
